1. (Twice Amended) A surface structure formed on an aluminum wheel for 
an automobile, said structure comprising: 

(a) a resin film coated on said aluminum wheel; and 

(b) a thin metal film formed on said resin film, wherein said thin metal film is 
made from a titanium-aluminum alloy containing 20-50% by weight of titanium and 80-50% 
by weight of aluminum , said thin metal film having a homogenous composition throughout a 
whole thi ckness of said thin metal film and having a color similar to pure chrome .
